Would Help Build Fast Steamers. LM 


Montrval.—In a recent 
Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper, who has 
just returned from the Oid Country, 
recited the views expressed by his 
father, Sir Charles Tupper, with re- 
gard to the construction of the Cana- 
dian navy. 

The ex-prime minister is of the 
opinion that the government and par- 
liament of Canada have made a great 
mistake in the manner they have 
chosen to assist the mother country. 

Sir Charles declares that his project 
was one which would assist the em- 
pire in the time of war, and in no 
‘small measure help to develop the 
trade of Canada in the time of peace. 

The veteran statesman said if he 
were ten years younger he would help 
to construct the most rapid steamers 
afloat, of the cruiser type, and thus 
constitute a service between Halifax 
and Great Britain that would leave 
New York and the American ports far 
in the rear, and if hostilities were to 
break out these cruisers would render 
signal service in keeping open our 
grain route across the Atlantic. 


MANUFACTURERS TO COME DOWN 


Will Not Object to Reciprocity 
Agricultural Implements Under 
Certain Conditions 

Ottawa.—The Free Press, in a re- 
cent issuc, says: 

“There is reason to believe that the 
proposition has been placed before the 
cabinet on the part of manufactur- 
ers of agricultural implements to the 
effect that they would be willing to 
accept the placing of certain classes 
of implements upon the free list if 
they were given corresponding con- 
ieee in the matter of raw mater- 
ials, 

“Of course the whole question is de- 
pendent upon the result of the nego- 
tiations at Washington, but those who 
claim to be in a position to know the 

. sentiments of the agricuitural imple- 
ment makers state that they will not 
object to reciprocity in implements 
provided they get equal treatment 
from the United States. There are 
many points as to which Canadian 
implements would have a chance in 
the Stutes, just as there are localities 
in which Americans might have the 
advantage, but there is a growing 
feeling that the real cause of Western 
complaints against duties upon imple- 
ments is not so much a question of 
tariff as of railway rates, and that 
must be left for the railway commis- 
sion to deal with.”

party politics, but he was glad to pay 
tribute to. such a statesman and 
joined with them in the ardent wish 
that Joseph Chamberlain might be 
spared not only to the people of Birm- 
ingham but to the empire for many 

years. 


C. N. R. To Operate H. B. Road 
Ottawa.—The Ottawa Citizen says: 
“That Mackenzie and Menn interests 
hive proposed to operate the Hudson 
Bay railway under lease from the gov- 
ernment similar to one under which 
the Grand Trunk Pacific will operate 
the eastern section of the national 
transcontinental, was the importast- 
‘announcement made by a prominent 
official of the railway department. 
“This.would mean that Mackenzie 
. and Mann are willing to pay an an- 
nual rental equal to three per cent. 
of the cost of the road if allowed to 
operate it for seven years rent free. 
“The proposition will no doubt 
. meet with strong opposition from the 
people of the West who want govern- 
irons operation of the Hudson Bay 
ine.”

RUSSIA AND GERMANY AGREE 


Germany Disclaims And Political 
Interests in Northern 
Persia 

London.—An evening paper 
lishes what purposes to be the text of 
an agreement between Russia and 
Germany on Persian affairs and sup- 
posed to be the result of the meet- 
ing of Emperor Nicholas and the 
Kaiser at Potsdam, last November. 

According to the text printed, Ger- 
many disclaims any political interest 
in Persia, and recognizes Russia’s in- 
terests in northern Persia. Russia, 
on her part agrees to co-operate in 
building the long Proposes Bagdad 
railroad and branches, and to give 
Germany commerce, and Persia equi- 
ty of treatment.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON III.—FIRST QUARTER, 


FOR JAN. 15, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, 1! Chron. xv, 1-16, 
Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golden Text, 
11 Chron. xv, 7—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Alihough Abijuh, son of Rehoboam, 
reigned only three years and walked 
in all the sins of his father (I Kings 
xv, 1-3), yet there is in Il Chron. xiii 
a remarkable record of a great victory 
which the Lord guve him over the 
army of Jeroboam, whch was just 
twice as great as his because he relied 
upon the Lord God of his fathers. The 
Lord has often seen fit to do mighty 
things for very unworthy people for 
His great name’s sake. Jer. xiv, 7, is 
very strong and effectual pleading. 

Our lesson today introduces us to 
good King Asa, who reigned forty-one 
years and did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God. e also defeated an army twice 
as large as his own because he relied 
on the Lord (xiv, 8, 9; xvi, 8). His 
prsyee in chapter xiv, 11, has often 

elped me: “Lord, it is nothing with 
Thee to bee whether with many or 
with them that have no power. elp 
us, O Lord our God, for we rest on 
Thee, and in Thy name we go.” 

Yet in the thirty-sixth year of his 
reign he was led into making a league 
with the king of Syria, and, being re- 
proved for it by the Lord through His 
servant Hanani, he became so angry 
that he put the prophet in prison. 5A 
scems never to have got over this re- 
proof of the Lord, for when, three 
years later, he became diseased in his 
feet he did not seek the Lord in his 
affliction. 

All the Lord’s dealings with His 
people are intended to bring them 
nearer to Himself, but to this day 
many become so offended by what 
He does or does not do that they turn 
away from Him and lose all fellow 
ship with Him. Some of my friends 
know ‘something of the preciousness 
to. my soul of these words of the Lord 
through His servant Hanani, “The 
eyes of the Lord run to and fro 
throughout the whole earth to show 
Himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose hearts ure perfect toward Him” 
(chapter xvi, 9). We need such a 
word as this so much, for the devil is 
always foits: to and fro in the earth 
and walking up and down in it. Asa 
roaring lion he walketh about seeking 
whom he may devour (Job. 1, 7; ii, 2; 
I Pet, v, 8). 

Early in the reign of Asa the Spirit 
of God spoke to him through Azariah, 
the son of Oded, in the words of 
verses 2 to 7 of our lesson, referring to 
the years past when the people had 
been out of fellowship with God, but 
whenever they in their trouble sought 
Him. He was always found of them. 
Much of the message takes us back 
to the days of the judges. By the 
Lord’s gracious dealings with His 
people in the past, notwithstanding 
all their sin. He encouraged Asa with 
the words, “Be ye strong, therefore, 
and let not your hands be weak, for 
your work shall be rewarded” (verse 
7). His exhortation to us atill and al- 
ways is, ‘Be strong in the Lord and 
in the power of His might” (Eph. vi, 
10). See also Isa. xl, 28-31; xlv, 24; 
Josh, 4, 6, 18; Hag. ii, 4, and note by 
contrast Uzziah, who was fharvelously 
helped till he was strong, but then his 
heart was lifted up to his own de- 
struction (chapter xxvi, 15, 16). The 
danger is our own strength of self 
confidence, for it is only when we are 
weak that we are really strong (II 
Cor. xii, 9, 10). Isa. xii, 13, is a 
grand word for weak hands, and, as 
to works, how. full of encouragement 
is I Cor. xv. 58! Rev. xxii 12; Luke 
xiv, 14, are two of the best on rewards. 

The king, being greatly encouraged 
| by this message from the Lord, began 
to purge the land of idolatry, even de- 
stroying the idol of his grandmother 
| (I Kings xv, 12, 13), and to restore the 
{worship of the true God. The people 
fell to him in abundance out of Israel 
when they saw that the Lord his God 
was with him (verse 9). They sacri- 
ficed unto the Lord and anche Him 
with their whole desire and entered 
into a covenant to seek the Lord God 
of their fathers with all their heart 
and with all their soul (verses 11-15). 

The first use of the title God “‘Al- 
mighty,”’ which means “the mighty 
od who is all sufficient,” is in Gen. 
xvii, 1, where Abram is encouraged to 
walk before God and be sincere or up- 
right or whole hearted. From the 
book of Job, in which this title is 
used more often than in all the rest 
of the Bible, we learn thgt to know 
the Almighty there must be an abhor- 
me and renunciation of self (Job 
Xili). 

This “turning to God in the days of 
Asa was such a reality that they de- 
creed that. whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be put 
to death, whether smoll or great, 
whether man or woman (verse 13). 
It might be a question whether this 
compulsory turning to God would, af- 
ter all, prove to be a real turning of 
the heart. With us it is either life or 
death. He who does not truly receive 
the Lord Jesus is dead in trespasses 
and sins, a lost soul, but the good 
news is that Jesus came to seek and 


}save the lost (John iii, 18; I John v, 


12; Eph. ii, 1, 2; II Cor. iv, 8). If 
the love of Him who gave up all His 
glory and bare our sins on Golgotha 
does not win us to Him we must be 
dead indeed.

BANK OF ENGLAND NOTES. 


About the year 1819 a great outcry 
was raised against the Bank of Eng- 
land for not adopting a style of note 
that could not be imitated and at the 
same time preventing the sacrifice of 
life which at that period was common, 

| the punishment for forgery being 

j death, The subject at last became so 
pressing that the Goverment appoint- 
ed commissioners to investigate the 
cause of the numerous forgeries and 
whether a mode could be devised 
whereby the forging of bank nutes 
might be prevented, 

Previous to this investigation the 
directors of the bank had been en- 
deavoring to remedy the evil, many 
plans having been submitted to them, 
id which they were obliged to re- 
ject. 

The bank placed beforo the com- 
missioners 180 different projects that 
had been recommended for adoption 
and and 70 varieties of paper made by 
way of experiment. The result of ail 
this labor was the bank note of to- 


ay. 
The color of the paper is peculiar, 
and cannot be imitated exactly by 
counterieiters except at great expense. 
The combined thinness and strength of 
the paper are also unique. It is made 
in sbeats large enough for two notes. 
Each note before it is sized weighs 
about 18 grains and then if doubled it 
is strong enough to suspend a weight 
of 36 pounds. 

The texture of the paper is alsu pe- 
culiar. It has a crisp feel invariably 
the same and such that bank clerks 
of experience can readily detect for- 
geries by this test alone. Then the 
wire mark impressed in the making 
by a frame, costly to make and diffi- 
cult to use, is practically inimitable. 

Each note has thin rough edges 
uncut not to be produced by any note 
of cutting paper that is not devised 
expressly for the purpose. The paper 
for printing is damped with water in 
the exhausted receiver of an air pump. 
The ink used in the piste printing is 
made of Frankfort black, which is 
composed of the charcoals of the ten- 
drils and husks of the German grape 
ground with linseed oil. This ink has 
a peculiar and very deep shade of 
black, common black inks being tint- 
ed either with blue or brown. 


Giant Birds Now Extinct. 


In the British Museum, and in sev- 
eral continental institutions for the 
advacement of science, there may be 
seen specimens of birds’ eggs which 
are almost as large as a two-gallon 
jug. These ‘eggs were laid by the 
epiornis, an extinct and gigantic bird 
of Madagascar. The cubic bulk of an 
| epiornis egg is eight times that of the 
eg. of the ostrich, which means that 
each of them :is equal in point of ca- 
pacity to 150 hens’ eggs. 

The first discovery of these interest- 
ing relics of past times was made by 
the ca of a merchant yessel 
which stopped at a port on the 
northeastern coast of Madagascar to 
trade with the natives. During the 
stay at thid point the curious vessels 
used by the natives for water vases 
attracted the attention of the captain. 
Upon investigation it was found that 
these odd utensils were in reality gi- 
gantic egg shells cut in halves. — 

Upon questioning the water carriers 
in regard to the bird that laid the 
eggs, and the place where they were 
procured, the captain was given to 
understand that the bird itself was 
unknown, but that the eggs were dis- 
covered in a large sand bank some 
distance away in the up-country, and 
| could not be found elsewhere, to the 

knowledge of the natives. An offer 
to purchase all that could be procur- 
ed soon resulted in the discovery of 
several fine specimens, all of which 
fell into the hands of Isadore G. St. 
Hilaire, the French naturalist. These 
curiosities were afterward distributed 
among the largest museums.

“This is it,” said Low Horn, “In 
spring if you kill one and open hia 
mouth and lift up his tongue, you 
will find under the tongue, five other 
tongues, one tongue for each month 
in the winter. In the autumn he 
does not have these extra tongues. |

{ An interesting interview with Lieut. 

J. Mackenzie Rogan, “M.V.D., Mus. 
|Doc., Coldstream Guards, who is one 
' lot the most famous of army bandmas- 
| |ters, a distinguished all-round musi- 
cian, and a very popular figure wher- 
ever he goes, has recently appeared 
in M.A.P. 

“Yes, by virtue of forty-three year’s 
service, I am the senior Bandmaster 
of the British Army,” said the fam- 
ous conductor in the cqurse of a 
pleasant chat. . 

“Mr. Millar, of the Royal Marine 
Artillery, it is true, can top my record, 
but he really counts as belonging to 
the royal navy. By birth, I am a 
Vectensian, which, you may not know, 
means a native of the Isle of Wight; 
by parentage partly Scottish, partly 
Irish; and I got my early, musical 
training in the best possible school, 
namely, a church choir. 

“IT remember, years afterwards, I 
was scoring some of Sir Arthur Sul- 
livan’s music for army bands—Sir Ar- 
thur himself, scored only for orches- 
tras; he was with me at the time, 
and looking at my work, he exclaim- 
ed, ‘Oh, ho, you were trained in a 
church choir, the best of schools, I 
can see it here.’”’ 

Coming of military stock, Dr. Rogan 
went, naturally enough, into the ariny, 
joining the llth Foot (now the De. 
vonshire Regiment) as a “buy,” and 
gradually working his way up through 
the band. 

Dr. Rogan has seen some great 
changes since he enlisted. When he 
took the Queen’s shilling, two-thirds 
of army bandmasters were foreigners 
and there was a violent prejudice 
against native musicians and native 
music. Now there is not a single fur- 
eign bandmaster in the army. 

! “Certainly there have been some 
excellent foreign conductors in the 
service,” said Dr. Rogan on this point; 
.“but, when I joined, the majority of 
them were rank frauds. A certain 
firm of musical-instrumental makers 
‘in those days made a regular business 
of picking foreign musicians off the 
streets, dressing them ue in fine 
clothes, giving them a high-sounding 
title, and then palming them off on 
| unfortunate regiments as bandmaster.:. 

“The firm ‘came in’ because their 
roteges got all the band instryments 
rom them and asked no questions as 
to price or quality. Then these for- 
eign conductors were a constant source 
of irritation and insubordination 
among their men. Rows were frequent 
dn the bands, dud many a man: was 
unjustly punished for ubordinate 
conduct towards ‘Mosso’ This, or ‘Sig- 
nor’ That. I say unjustly punished, 
because these foreign bandmasters 
were civilians pure and simple, they 
were not subject to military law, 
therefore, had not military status or 
authority, and the soldier who ‘cheek- 
ed’ them committed no military of- 
fence. 

“Nevertheless, many a man went to 
‘cells’ in those days for disrespect to 
‘Mosso.’ Fortunately for me, my first 
bandmaster was one of the few Eng- 
lish ones then in the service, and a 
Lefirst-rate musician and man,” 

Then Dr. Rogan has seen a tremen- 
dous improvement in the standard of 
army music, partly owing to the dis- 
appearance of the foreign frauds al 
luded to, partly owing to the general 
improvement in musical taste in the 
army, and, indeed, throughout the 
nation. 

High-class music was rarely played 
by army bands in his young days; and 
he remembers, when stationed at the 
Curragh, the bandmaster of another 
regiment ventured to put in a selec- 
tion from Wagner one guest-night at 
meas, 

He was barely half-way through it 
when his colonel bounced out in a 
towering passion, threatening to put 
him under arrest if he did not in- 
stantly stop or if he ever dared again 
to play such utterly condemned stuff. 

Aynile we were at Dublin,” said 
Dr. Rogan, continuing, ‘I was lucky 
enough, through playing in civilian 
orchestras, to attract the attention of 
Sir Robert Stewart, Professor of Mu- 
sic at Trinity College, Dublin, who 

roved a very kind friend to me— 
ndeed, I might describe him as my 
‘musical godfather,’ 

, “One of my most prized possessions 
is the baton which Bir Robert Stew- 
art, when concluding the first perform- 
ance in Ireland of Bullivan’s ‘Golden 
Legend,’ broke over the head of the 
first violin who happened to come in 
half-a-bar late. he broken baton 
was sent me by a friend into whose 
ssession it had come, and who knew 
he great regard in which I hold Sir 
Robert Stewart’s memory. 

“While in India I took an interest 
in the bands of native regiments, and 
on one occasion I arranged to conduct 
‘ an evening performance of I] Trova- 
| dore by one of them. To get a pleas- 
ing effect, 1 instructed the native first 
cornet-player to hide himself in the 
jungle, which was all round the com- 
pound, coming in with his solo at the 
proper time,

was heard, I had to sing the solo my- 
self and go on,

CLERKS TAUGHT HERE. 


Unselfish Development at Selfridge’s 
Big Store In London, 


The art of serving in a shop — of 
making customers buy what you wish 
to tell them—is by no means an easy 
one to learn. This applies particulariy 
to the present season, when the con- 
stant flow of customers last veritably 
“from morn till afternoon, and after- 
noon till night.”” Yet, curiously en- 
ough, the teaching of this art has 
been almost entirely neglected. It 
was not until Mr. Percy A. Rest, staff 
manager at Selfridge’s, recently open- 
ed his school in Oxford street, that 
the prospective shop assistant was af- 
forded the opportunity for thoroughly 
learning the ins and outs of his busi- 
ness. 

“It was the remembrance of my own 
experience as a lad,” said Mr. Best 
to the Answers man, ‘that caused 
us to start our school, My father ap- 
prenticed me to a firm for three yeara, 
during which time I was bound hand 
and foot, and had to do the particular 
work that was set before me, whether 
I eae to be fitted for it or not. 
“The first year I was put into the 
‘cash desk,’ at a salary of one shilling 
a week, This princely wage was rais- 
ed to two shillings during my second 
year, and during my third I received 
a further rise to three shillings, or 
£7 16s, per annum, I was not bother- 
ed with income-tax papers, as you 
can imagine! But this consideration 
was as small as my earnings them- 
selves by the side of the appalling 
fact that, during the whole of this per. 
iod, I was having absolutely no in- 
struction whatever. 

“When one considers the many trip- 
ping-stones of shop life, how can one 
expect a nervous beginner to make 
rapid or satisfactory progress unless 
he is properly taught his business? 
He, or she, is obsessed from the very 
outset by that one overwhelming fear 
—dismissal, He must ‘rub along’ 
somehow, and pretend to know the di.- 
ference between silk and satin and 
cotton and linen, and the value cf 
avery article in every drawer or shelf 
in the shop, even if he does not. 

“Customers, too, frequently need the 
most tactful handling. Their charac- 
teristics are many and varied. The 
intelligent and exacting lady who 
knows just what she wants, and wil!) 
have it; the good-natured country 
mouse, who doesn’t know what she 


wants, but wants it all the same; the | 


bewildered paterfamilias, who must 
be treated very gently, because even if 
he does seem lost at my lady’s coun- 
ter, he is only endeavoring to give 
her some little Christmas surprise; 
these, and all the other familiar types 
of shoppers, must be handled accord- 
ing to their different individualities, 
and the well-equipped assistant must 
learn to respect und bear with every 
one. 

“When I joined Selfridge’s, there- 
fore, I determined to try and find 
aome better means of educating shop. 
assistants in the way they should go, 
and in our school, I think, we may 
claim to be doing so. At present we 
have 120 pupils. There are no fees. 
After the first month, which we regard 
merely as a tést, our pupils receive a 
few shillings a week—in addition to 
their dinners and teas—and these al- 
lowances are increased in proportion 
to’their progress. Their studies con- 
sist of attending magic-lantern lec- 
tures, practical work and observation 
in the various departments of cur busi- 
ness, aud essay-writing.”
